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REPORT OF THE SECRETARY. 



The summary included in the report of the State Board of 
Education, and the State tables immediately following, give a 
comprehensive view of the condition of the public schools 
during the last school year, ending July 31, 1894. The statisti- 
cal reports of the Board of Commissioners of Public Schools of 
Baltimore City, and of the School Commissioners of the several 
counties of the State, present, in minute detail, the facts con- 
cerning the schools, and show the receipts and disbursements for 
their support. The statements of the several County Examiners 
will doubtless be read with great interest.

My Dear Sir— In compliance with request, contained in your 
favor of 20th inst., that '^some supplemental remarks on topics 
of public school work, including district school libraries," accom- 
pany the statistical report of our county schools, we are glad to 
claim, with pardonable pride, the distinction of being the banner 
county of the State in the formation of school libraries. There 
are now forty-one of our schools with libraries and only eight 
white schools without them. It is our purpose to encourage the 
work until at least every white school shall enjoy whatever 
advantages a library of carefully ''selected books may afford. 
The total number of library books exceeds four thousand 
volumes, and it is in place to add that comparatively few cheap 
books are included in the purchases. Our suggestion that an 
unabridged dictionary and an encyclopedia be included in the 
jBrst purchase of library books has ^in many cases been heeded, 
for these should form the nucleus for every library enterprise. 
Upon the assumption that no argument is needed to demonstrate 
the value and ^utility of a school library both upon school work 
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in making it more eflScient and comprehensible, and the intelli- 
gence of the school district in raising it to a higher plane, it is 
hard to understand why the schools of our State do not accom- 
plish more in this direction. There are no valid reasons why 
fifty per cent, of our schools to-day, without these necessary 
educational adjuncts, should not arrange to establish a school 
library before the close of the present fiscal year. Any live and 
energetic teacher can do it and, we feel tempted to say, will do 
it. The first thing to be done on the part of a school is to 
determine to form a library and then devise the best means to 
raise at least ten dollars, so that the donation from the County 
School Board may be available. Some teachers hold school 
festivals and raise the amount, which is the popular method in 
our county ; others solicit small contributions through the agency 
of the pupils, while others give school entertainments and charge 
an admission foe. Whenever a school establishes a library the 
fact should be sent to the press of the county and published^ 
that every other teacher and the school patrons of other districts 
may become cognizant of it. The effect will be healthy. Public 
attention in this way will soon become aroused as to their 
importance, and interest in favor of school libraries will be so 
quickened as to make the task of establishing them quite easy. 

The objection is sometimes raised that library books are soon 
scattered over the school district and lost, and consequently the 
usefulness of the library is of short duration. When this is the 
case, then the objection is well founded. There must be library 
rules and regulations to prevent this, and under the direction of 
our School Board, such regulations, uniform for all libraries, are 
printed and pasted in every book. Nor is this sufficient; for 
every teacher at the close of the year should take an inventory of 
all the books on hand and furnish a list to the County Examiner, 
who should compare it with the report for the preceding year 
and note whatever books may be missing. We have found this 
to be an effective way to prevent the depletion of school libraries 
,which is the tendency unless the teacher is made responsible for 
the return of the books. The loss to our libraries working on 
this plan for the last school year was a mere trifle. The 
eause of school libraries was materially helped when the Stato 
Board of Education' issued a catalogue in which the books are^ 
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classified for the various grades. It had often ocearred that 
books were selected ill adapted to the taste of the average pnpil- 
and by following the catalogue this error is now avoided. 

The interest of pupils and patrons must not only be awakened 
for the time but retained. This can be done by purchasing some 
new books every year. Indeed, interest will wane and the useful- 
ness of the library be lessened unless the library be enlarged 
frequently. During the past threee months more than three 
hundred dollars have been spent in purchasing books for 
libraries that have been established for years. 

We are now making our plans to have the eight remaining^ 
white schools purchase libraries, and in this way make good our 
assertion that it is possible for every school to provide a "district 
school library," and sanction the wisdom of the framers of our 
school law when they declared : "For the further encouragement 
of education, district libraries ought to be established in each 
school house district."

The financial statement, which I have the honor to transmit ta 
you, bears, evidence of our straightened circumstances, but I beg 
to say not from any mismanagement on the part of our school 
officials, but from a reduction in the State distribution and an 
increased number of schools. 

Doubtless our County Commissioners would come to our res- 
cue and grant us adequate means to meet many urgent demands 
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of onr schools, but misfortunes, increasing the county expenses, 
have been so numerous that they are thinking of invoking State 
aid to relieve themselves. 

Our school service sustained a great loss in the death of onr 
late Examiner, Mr. Geo. W. Berry, coming as it did, about the 
middle of the scholastic year, when the most valuable service is 
to be rendered in the school-room. Much time was necessarily 
lost in filling his place, ascertaining the status of affairs, andl 
getting things in working order under changed conditions. 

Notwithstanding these impediments, our schools have gone on 
fimoothly and successfully, with encouraging prospects for the 
future. Our teachers, for the most part, have put forth addi- 
tional effort and have endeavored to overcome this untimely loss. 

Our Teachers' Associations are held quarterly ; they are well 
attended by both teachers and outsiders, who manifest great 
interest and seem to be well paid for their time and trouble. 

We have established eleven school libraries, containing per:^ 
haps one hundred and fifty books, and they are being increased 
from time to time by the efforts of our teachers. While the 
purpose aimed at, in establishing school libraries, is highly com- 
caendable, it is doubtful whether or not they will prove prac- 
ticable, as our school houses are so remote from all other habft- 
able buildings, that they are in imminent danger of being 
Appropriated for a less worthy purpose than that for which they 
were intended.

In addition to the full oflScial and financial report of oar 
schools in this county, I would add that there has been some 
increase in the attendance of pupils, considerable improvement 
in the houses and furniture, and creditable results from the 
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year's work of the Board, Examiner and teachers. If the fre- 
quent changes of teachers could be prevented, even better re- 
sults might be expected. 

School Libbabies. 

There are school libraries in Cambridge, East New Market 
and Vienna, and possibly small ones in other school districts, 
containing in all over one thousand volumes. In addition, we 
have a valuable collection of works, books of reference, &c., in 
the office of the School Board, which teachers consult. 

No general adoption of such useful additions to our ordinary 
facilities can be expected while our ecliool funds are so limited. 
With an area as great as that of' Talbot, Caroline and part of 
Queen Anne's counties, we are still tied down to about ninety-five 
white schools and forty-five colored ones, and these are run only 
three terms for the white and two for the colored, while in the 
territory compared with our county in area, there are over two 
hundred schools run for a much longer time. 

In addition to these restrictions we have no Institutes or 
Teachers' Associations for the improvement of the young 
teachers. 

These difficulties are also due to the limited means at our dis- 
posal. 

Naturally we consider this state of affairs as almost a violatioa 
of the constitutional provision for education. 

Section Ist of article VIII reads as follows: "The General 
Assembly, at its first session after the adoption of this Constitu- 
tion, shall by law, establish throughout the State a thorough and 
efficient system of Free Public Schools ; and shall provide by 
taxation or otherwise for their maintenance." 

As the condition of school affairs in this county, so very un- 
48atisfactory, is still better than that in some other courjties of the 
State, it is a duty not to be neglected by school authorities, by 
the executive and legislative departments of the Government, to 
bring the system to a more uniform compliance with the pro- 
Tisions of the Constitution in this most important matter. 

In my report last year I suggested a fair and sensible solutioa 
of the problem, as follows : 
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"We caiiDot possibly adopt a fairer mode of raising the neces- 
sary funds than the one adopted in the VanBokkelen law. 
First, in a State tax suflScient to pay all teachers' salaries. Sal- 
aries of principal and professors in the Normal School. Secondly, 
a county tax, sufficient to pay the other expenses of the system, 
for incidentals, building and repairing school houses, furniture^ 
stoves, fuel, &c. (See page 99 of first report of State Superin- 
tendent, L. Van Bokkelen.) 

These changes, with re-creation of the office of State Superin- 
tendent of Education, relieved of the control of the Normal 
School, would bring relief to the system, and joy to the people 
of the State. 

I would add to these recommendations the adoption of a State 
year of at least nine months of actual teaching for all. Coun- 
ties desiring one more month, to defray that expense from local 
means. Such action as this would soon bring all of the counties 
into line in this noble work, and carry out the provisions of the 
Constitution of the State, and the evident intentions of the wise 
and able men who formulated it. 

The reorganization of the school system at this time, would 
not be complete without fair, prudent and wise consideration of 
the selection of the School Commissioners. The present mode 
is not satisfactory, if constitutional, and there will forever be 
objection to a plan which makes the most important part of the 
school system the reward of mere party fealty, of persons often- 
times without the least qualification for the duties and responsi- 
bilities of the high and honorable office of managing success- 
fully and wisely the educational interests of the State. 

State Board of Education. 

The same objection lies against the Constitution of the State 
Board of Education. 

In some way, this latter Board should include some represen- 
tation of the city and county boards, meeting at least twice a 
year for deliberation and consultation with the State authorities- 
on actual school work and affairs. 

Such boards selected from the educational element, restrained 
by wise business control, would be great blessings to the school 
work of the State. 
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In the selection of the School Commissioners, my own long 
observation and experience of all the modes adopted, and of the 
satisfaction resulting from the exercise of the power of appoint- 
ment, is in favor of appointment by the Judges of the Circuit 
Courts. This mode existed for over twenty years, with scarcely 
a murmur of dissent, and doubtless would have remained un- 
changed but for mere political reasons, which should not have 
entered into the exercise of this most important duty. 

Of all methods, the one by election is the very worst. We 
tried it in this State in 1868 to 1870, and with such results a& 
made a change speedily necessary. 

Appointment by the Courts followed, and remained the rule 
until 1894, twenty-four years, when the present mode was 
adopted, and this mode is not a success. 

Free Books. 

The repeated failures to adopt free books in our free schools^ 
will end, it is to be hoped, with the prompt action of the next 
Legislature in adding this most useful, economical and beneficent 
feature to the school law. 

State Superintendents. 

The return to the Van Bokkelen system by having a State 
Superintendent of Education, relieved of the control of the 
Normal School, would add a fitting cap-stone to the entire and 
admirable school system of Maryland.

Dear Sir : — I herewith enclose my State report for the year 
ending July 81, and to the careful observer it discloses a year 
of substantial success for our schools, checkered though it may 
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have been. It is not reasonable to expect that a system whioh 
reaches, directly or indirectly, over 30,000 people, will at all 
times meet with their united wishes, or be free from their criti- 
cisms, but I have good reason to believe that where differences 
as to existing conditions have occurred, they have generally had 
in view the building up of the system to meet higher and 
broader desires, rather than a tearing down to satisfy a hostile 
spirit. The public schools of this county having united with. 
them, by contracts, our three academies, now furnish all the 
educational facilities enjoyed in the county, hence their obliga- 
gation to furnish satisfactory secondary as well as primary educa- 
tion, has become a serious one. 

Not shirking a duty which they have themselves created, a 
well-rounded academic or high school course has been in success- 
ful operation for several years; and, on its successful completion, 
the graduate receives a handsomely engraved diploma from this 
Board. 

While the few large schools in populous sections naturally 
turn out the bulk of the graduates, the same possibilities exist 
in all sections, the twenty-two graduates in the county last sum- 
mer coming from seven different schools. 

The mutual benefits of uniting the academies with the public 
school system can not be over-estimated, for while it relieves the 
academy of doing much primary work which is necessary if run 
independently, it enables the public school, at a net saving of 
money, to furnish a stronger principal and do higher grade work ; 
and as the academy draws the bulk of its support from the State 
treasury, it is a natural consequent that its work should be done 
under the jurisdiction of the public school officers of the county. 

I paid one hundred and sixty-five official visits among the 
schools during the year, and I think I could see then a gratify- 
ing tendency for patrons to supplement the expenditure of the 
Board, by buying at their own expense, organs, maps, globes, &c., 
enlarging their forty district libraries (which, I think, average 
at least 125 volumes each); supporting the hands of the teacher 
in a faithful and fearless administration, and, in fact, aiming to 
make the school the center of all activities for good in its neigh- 
borhood. One of the best results of this is to fix the teacher's 
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energies and professional ambition on the school he fills instead 
of floating from place to place to better his condition. Dnring 
the year no compulsory changes were made, and only some eight 
o«t of one hundred and forty voluntarily changed schools or 
retired from the service for satisfactory reasons. 

The increase in both enrollment and average attendance over 
the preceding year, (when both far exceeded our expectations), 
was most gratifying ; and, while our revenue is not what we 
Beed to meet the rapidly increasing demands on us, a liberal 
spirit has been shown by the County Commissioners to furnish 
funds just as far as the existing financial depression would per- 
mit. Under a new assessment I contidently expect so much new 
property to be reached that, notwithstanding the great shrinkage 
in real estate, the aggregate taxable basis will be sufficiently 
raised to furnish an increased revenue with existing rates of 
taxation. 

I regret very much that trustees and patrons do not yet pay 
the frequent visits to their schools which are such a valuable 
stimulus to both teachers and pupils. 

It is not necessary for one to be a specialist in order that his 
visit may be beneficial ; there are many more reasons than the 
length of this letter would permit me to set forth which could 
be given in favor of these little visits. As far as visiting the 
schools on extraordinary or festal days is concerned, the improve- 
ment is very marked ; from the most reliable data I could obtain 
I estimate that throughout the whole county not less than 3,100 
visitors helped to gladden the closing hours last June; but it 
would have a quickening effect on both teachers and pupils if 
patrons and trustees would frequently pay short informal visits 
to their school, so that they might become acquainted with it as 
it is from day to day. 

For some sixteen or seventeen years past the Board has been 
averaging about $150 per annum for insurance upon school 
property, and during that time have received back for losses by 
fire less than five hundred dollars. They have now instituted a 
system of insuring their houses themselves, except two large 
houses in towns, and expect to show in the course of ten years 
a very considerable saving of school funds. 
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In view of the modern fad to decry examinations it may be 
proper to state that this Board not only has no tendency to rise 
above the law they have undertaken to enforce, which says: 
"Public examinations shall be held in each school twice a year ; " 
but they have no disposition to believe that they are useless bur- 
dens upon child-growth. As lately stated by the Board on the 
subject: "If the general public is familiar with the wonderful 
strides, as demonstrated by their examination papers, which the 
children of the county have made during the past fifteen years 
of examinations in practical penmanship, orthography, the proper 
use of capitals and punctuation, good English, and — best of i^U — 
a comprehensive knowledge of what they have ^ been over, exam- 
inations as an ediLcational factor would be cheerfully recognized." 

While it is doubtless true that examinations " do not always 
examine," it is equally true that for their many indirect as well n^ 
direct benefits they should always be an important factor in anj 
scheme of education — notably a public one. I remain

My Dear Si/r : — Since our last report I beg to sa;y that the 
condition of more room for the constantly expanding work is 
our greatest desideratum. In the main, every department of the 
institution is advancing its course. The agricultural feature is 
becoming more and more pronounced. The department of 
mechanical engineering has been completed and equipped, and 
fifteen students have commenced the four years' course. The 
department of chemistry is doing a very valuable work for the 
agricultural interests of the State in the analysis of the fertilizers. 
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Two valuable bulletins on the subject are published yearly. The 
Agricultural Department has inaugurated a movement for Farm- 
ers' Institutes, and also a short course in agriculture, to be given 
during six weeks, commencing the 20th January. These new 
arrangements are designed to reach the agriculturists in a manner 
otherwise out of the question. 

The whole policy of the College at present is to develop an 
institution in which practical information based upon the sciences 
underlying it, shall be its aim and object.

Dear Sib — This is not a college, though our Board of Visitors 
has by law the right to confer any degree expect that of M. D. 
Fortunately this legal right has never been exercised, and the 
rare good sense of the Board has kept the Academy to its proper 
work of preparing boys for college and giving a secondary 
edncation to those who desired nothing beyond the Academy 
coarse. There has also been an elementary course designed for 
those who for any reason were unable to enter upon the regular 
work of the Classical or English Departments. 

Graduates of this school have gone directly from us to Yale, 
Johns Hopkins, Princeton, Swarthmore, Washington and Lee, 
Pennsylvania and Georgetown, within the last five years, and we 
are to-day represented at each of these colleges with one excep- 
tion. More than this is also true ; our graduates are taking high 
rank in these, colleges and are easily holding their own with 
pupils prepared at the larger schools. It may not be out of 
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place to add that but for this Academy some of these young 
men would not have been in a condition to acquire a liberal educa- 
tion. The wisdom of the State in making possible the existence 
of such academies is easily seen if one considers the great good 
that must come to the commonwealth from her educated citizens. 
Sy no means all of our boys who go to college pursue the 
classical course ; three at least are taking work modern enough to 
satisfy the most inveterate hater of Greek and Latin. 

It is highly proable that, before this report is in print, all of 
the courses in the school will have been carefully revised and 
changes made, if necessary, to bring our program of studies in 
line with the educational standards of the day as set forth by the 
Association of Colleges and Preparatory Schools in the Middle 
States and Maryland, and the Association of Colleges and 
Schools in New England. 

But preparing pupils for the colleges and technical schools is 
only part of the work we do. Many a boy receives his entire 
education with us, and it is hoped that when the new plans for 
future work shall have been put into practice, the graduates of 
the public school will find their way to the Academy for a f aller 
and more extensive course than that they have finished. 

At no time during the past five years has the number of pupils 
educated, tuition fee, been as small as eight (8), the number 
required by law. A full report of the attendance, deportment^ 
and advancement in scholarship of these pupils is annually made 
to the Board of Visitors. 

While I am sure that it would be a penny-wise policy for 
the State to fail to make the usual grants to these Academies^ 
I am no less sure that they should all be thoroughly inspected 
by the State Superintendent of Education or some other agent 
duly appointed. This inspection should be made at least once a 
year and the report of the inspection of each of the Academies 
should be printed with that of the State Board of Education. 
Whether the amount appropriated be two hundred or twenty 
thousand dollars, the tax payers have a right to learn, through 
their public officials, how their funds are used and what are the 
benefits derived from the expenditures. I am here speaking 
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only for myself, but I have no doubt that our Board would 
gladly welcome such an inspection if it were purely an educar 
tional one.

The numbers of students in attendance have increased, bring- 
ing the sum total of those in the collegiate department to 108 — a 
nnmber that has never been reached during the past thirty years. 
. The attendance in the preparatory school keeps up to the usual 
average of about 70. 

Under these improved conditions the character of the work 
done in all departments has been much invigorated, so that the 
course of study pursued at the college is equally as comprehen- 
sive as that of other colleges of the highest grade, including as 
it does, the department of Ancient and Modern Languages, 
Mathematics, Natural Sciences, Mental, Moral and Social Science, 
History (Ancient and Modern), English Language and Litera- 
ture, Military Tactics and Law.

Sir: — I herewith inclose the annual statistical report of Balti- 
more Normal School for Education of Colored Teachers, with a 
brief sketch of the school since June, 1893. 
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At the close of scliool, June, 1893, the board of trustees 
abolished the preparatory department, and resolved to admit 
only such applicants as were sufficiently advanced to enter the 
first year class of a three year normal course; they at the same 
time elected the late Prof. M. A. Newell, Principal. Prof. 
Chaplain, Superintendent of Schools for Talbot County, was 
chosen to succeed him, but resigned October 31, 1893; the 
present principal was then elected, and entered upon his duties 
November 1, 1893. 

"When the school was reorganized in 1893, twelve pupils were 
enrolled, all of whom entered the first class; the school now 
numbers thirty, ten in the first class, twelve in the second, and 
eight in the third ; the third class are candidates for graduation 
at the close of scliool, June, 1896. 

One of the purposes of the school being to prepare colored 
people to successfully stand examination for teachers, the curric- 
ulum was made to embrace all the branches taught in the public 
schools of Maryland. 

The school year consists of one term, beginning about the 
middle of September, and ending on the last Thursday in June 
of the following year. The school day is embraced in one ses- 
sion, from 9 A. M. to 2 P. M. 

The school is now conducted by the Principal and one assistant.

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MARYLAND STATE NORMAL SCHOOL. 

The appropriation made by Chapter 403, Laws of Maryland, 
1894, for the enlargement of the State Normal School building 
and for metal ceilings and other repairs in said building, has 
been wisely and economically expended, in carrying out the 
provisions of said Act, by the committee, consisting of the 
Board of Public Works and the State Board of Education, 
within the appropriation ; and all vouchers for the disburse- 
ments are on file in the office of the State Treasurer. His 
Excellency, Frank Brown, Governor, was elected Chairman, and 
Hon. Marion de Kalb Smith, Treasurer, of the Building Com- 
mittee. The enlargement and the general repairs have added 
very much needed and excellent facilities for conducting the 
school. The appropriation for furnishing the several rooms of 
the addition, was found to be insufficient, and the State Board 
of Education will make a special report thereon to the General 
Assembly of 1896. Two hundred and forty-nine students daring 
the last school year received free scholarships, by appointment 
of the School Boards of Baltimore city, and of the several coun- 
ties of the State, and of the State Board of Education. 

The following announcements by the Principal at the last 
Commencement, will indicate the character of the work done 
by the School : 

" The roll of this School during the past year has contained 
the names of H87 students, from Baltimore city and from every 
county in Maryland, and from Virginia, Pennsylvania, New 
York and Texas. 

"Seventy-eight graduates of the class of '94 have been engaged 
in teaching in the public schools of the City and State, during 
the past year. 

"Of the professional graduates of the class of '95, fifty-eight 
have attained an average of 80 or more, twenty-two have an 
average of 90 or more, ten have an average of 95 or more, and 
one has an average of 98 on a scale of 100. 

"After the close of the exercises in this hall, our visitors are 
invited to inspect a partial exhibit of the work of the School in 
the various rooms of the building. Members of the Reception 
Committee will take pleasure in answering any questions. In 
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the new laboratory will be found the work of the students in 
botany, mineralogy, object-lesson charts, photography, and appa- 
ratus made by the students for simple experiments in air, liquids, 
heat, magnetism and electricity, and the observation blanks in 
physics and chemistry. 

"On the principal floor will be found students' work in litera- 
ture, drawing, charts for first reading lessons, notes on observa- 
tions in the model school, essays, and observation blanks and 
maps *in geography, clay modelling, and sewing, and written 
examinations on the other branches of the curriculum. 

"On the next floor below are the gymnasium and the educa- 
tional Sloyd room for work in paper, card-board, and wood. 

"The building will be open for inspection to-morrow from 10 
A. M. until 4 P. M., and all visitors will be cordially welcomed 
to examine the exhibit."

as Arbor Day. 

The beneficial results which have followed from the obser- 
Tance of Arbor Day since it was first established in this State, 
ten years ago, are great, and I trust that the people of the State 
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will generally devote tlie appointed day to the planting or trans- 
planting of trees, vines and shrubbery, so that the beauty and 
value of the homes, highways and public places of the State may 
be increased. 

I respectfully recommend to parents and teachers of public 
schools, that they encourage their children, or those under their 
influence, to plant or transplant at least one forest or shade tree 
on that day, by the side of some public road or about their school 
houses or homes. 

While the designated day is not a legal holiday, I hope that 
the authorities will cause it to be observed in all the public 
schools, accompanied by instruction touching the purposes and 
benefits of the festival.

Twenty-nine Years of Activity and Wellrdi/rected Energy — 
Scores of Educational Workers Listen to Addresses hy Col. 
Buchanan Schley^ Mr. James A, Diffenbaugh^ Mr. M. JS. 
Stephens^ a/nd others — Letter read from President GiLm<Ji/n. 

School teachers and school oflScers from every part of the good 
old State of Maryland were assembled last night at the Sine 
Mountain House, when the State Teachers' Association began 
its twenty-ninth annual meeting with a number of speeches and 
addresses. 

Since Saturday they have been gathering for a week's rest and 
enjoyment in the beautiful Blue Ridge mountains, and every 
engine that tugged a train up the steep grades of the Western 
Maryland Railroad yesterday brought additions to the throng, 
some by twos and threes and some in larger parties. The arrival 
of the Blue Mountain express late in the evening more than 
doubled the attendance, and with the new recruits that are ex- 
pected to-day, more than two hundred teachers in public and 
private schools, pchool commissioners and trustees, county school 
examiners and others interested in Maryland education will be 
present during the three days that the annual meeting is to last. 

the association's early days. 

The State Teachers' Association had its origin in Baltimore in 
1866. The public school system was not then such a well-recog- 
nized part and parcel of the State sjovernment, and the Asso- 
ciati<^n was the outcome of a desire for unity on the part of the 
teachers and friends of the public school to oppose the efforts o{ 
those who were constantly agitating the withdrawal of the State's 
support of the schools by general taxation. For many years its 
most active feature was a "committee of defense," who were 
kept busy at each session of the Legislature fighting such antag- 
onistic resolutions. But that is now all a thing of the past, and 
the long and unbroken line of victories which this committee 
gallantly won is known personally to but few of those who are 
DOW active members of the Association. 

Nowadays, the Association finds its activity in annual gather- 
ings in the long summer vacation, similar to that now being held 
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at the Blue MonntaiQ House, where every one gains new thoughts 
and new ideas from the papers which are read and the discus- 
sions which are held. Such gatherings are made enjoyable, too^ 
by being held each year iu/some pleasant summer resort, where 
the opportunities for pleasure trips and outside social features 
are many and varied. The Blue Mountain House and Ocean 
City have each been chosen several times, and in addition, the 
Association has met at Deer Park, at Mountain Lake Park, and 
at Old Point Comfort, Va. Last year the teachers gathered at 
Annapolis, where, twenty-seven years before, they had held their 
first annual reunion. 

THOUSANDS OF TEACHERS. 

The membership of the Association varies from year to year 
^n account of the loose character of its organization, but it is 
stated that there are now about 600 names upon the roll, a big 
share of whom are ladies. The number of teachers in the 
public schools of the State, is about 8,500, and in addition it is 
estimated that 500 other persons are school officer^ and 1,000 
others teachers in private schools of various grades. 

PROMINENT MEMBERS. 

Some of those who were prominent in the early years of the 
Association were the late Prof. M. A. Newell, once State Super- 
intendent of Public Instruction; Prof. William Creery, Prof. 
Francis A. Soper, of the Baltimore City College; Dr. Henry 
Shepard, formerly superintendent of the public schools of Balti- 
more, and now a professor in Charleston, S. C; Dr. James H. 
Bryan, of Dorchester county, and Miss Sarah Richmond, of the 
State Normal School. The presidents of the Association, among 
others, have been : Prof. Soper and Prof. Wilbur Smith, of the 
Baltimore City College ; Mr. James A. Diffenbangh, of Carroll 
county ; Mr. P. A. Witmer, of Hagerstown ; Mr. Henry G.

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LAST night's PBOGRAMMK. 



The meeting began last night with a brief address of welcome on 
behalf of the people of Western Maryland by Col. Bachanan 
Schley, of Hagerstown, now surveyor of the port of Baltimore. 
This was answered for the visitors by Mr. James A. Diflfen- 
baugh, of Westminster, a member of the State Board of Educa- 
tion and deputy collector of the port of Baltimore. Then came 
the annual address of the president, Mr. M. Bates Stephens, who 
is secretary and treasurer of the Caroline County School Board, 
and the evening program was ended with a paper by Prof. R. 
M. Hamilton, principal of the academy at Vienna, on "The 
Drama as an Educational Factor." The opening prayer was 
made by Rev. J. H. Handy, of Worcester. In response to the 
address of welcome by Col. Schley, Mr. DiflPenbaugh said : 

"If the end in view and the results to be obtained in our case' 
be the training of men and women who will help to form a' 
healthier state and a higher standard of public morals, the pro- 
duction- of a stronger and finer literature; fresh discoveries 
in natural science, with new and more useful applications of its 
known forces and laws, and such political action as shall apply 
the humanities to the daily life of the greatest number and best 
secure justice and happiness for all, we may rejoice in the 
abounding evidences of merit and advancement. What thought, 
what purpose dominates us? Who embody and enforce these in 
our teaching corps? What influence do we have upon public 
opinion ? The answer to these searching questions will deter- 
mine our value and right to be. Buildings and grounds, and 
even books, may iitterly fail ; . but right, honest thought, enforced 
by earnest, uprigK't, scholarly men and women, will never fail to 
make any school system a power in any land. 



THE constitution's ANCHOBS. 



^'Tried even by this severe standard, our public school systems 
can justify their existence and safely rest upon their good work. 
They are the sheet anchors of our constitution, on which the 
ship of state relies with confidence and hope, being the main 
reliance of our people for the education of the masses, not so 
much in the graces of scholarship, but in the duties of citizen- 
ship. And in the quality and character of that citizenship, its 
political and ethical productions and their influence on the world, 
is to be found the real proof of worth. In other words, the 
contributions of Columbia to the progress and development of 
man, constitute the best evidence of the value of her educa- 
tional forces. And while engaged in preparing for the service 
of our country, men such as Franklin, Washington and Lincoln^ 
and along with them millions of sturdy, unobtrusive citizens,; 
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who seek no distinction beyond that of acting well their part 
and discharging with fidelity, skill and energy the daily duties of 
life, the schools will find their best bulwark of defense and their 
best inspiration for service, their best reliance for approval and 
their best source of light and life and vigor in the confidence, 
support and affection of the people, the whole people, without 
regard to creed or party. They must turn in every danger to the 
whole people for defense, and look in every need to the whole 
people for support." 



THE president's ADDRESS. 



"It is always a pleasant task," said President Stephens in his 
address, "to review the statistics and note the excellent showing 
of a school system which became a part of the statute law of 
this State less than a quarter of a century ago, but such a retro- 
spect would hardly do more than furnish abundant proof of the 
rapid growth and almost phenomenal results of a State school 
system which, though inaugurated as late as 1867, today, in point 
of public appreciation, the character of its instruction, its adapt- 
ability to meet public needs, and in its abundant educational 
facilities compares favorably with that of any other State, and 
we believe that the claim is a fair one when we contend that in 
all the essentials which go to make up a complete school system, 
it stands second to no other in the country. It is enough to 
know that during this time the number oi school buildings in 
ithe counties has increased 75 per cent., the number of pupils TO 
per cent., the number of teachers 100 per cent., and the amount 
of money disbursed by the various counties for school purposes, 
for the fiscal year ended July 31, 1894, reached the maximum 
figure of one and a quarter million of dollars. 



THE PUBLIC SCHOOL SYSTEM. 



"Prejudice against a public school education has gradually 
melted away before the scorching rays of education itself. Our 
people believe the public school is the best device for scattering 
oroadcast such seeds of knowledge as ripen into a broader and 
more general intelligence, and develop into a more enlightened 
citizenship. They know that a common school education, if 
acquired under proper methods and conditions, will fairly equip 
our youth for the responsibilities of citizenship and business life 
which await them, and as taxpayers contribute liberally and 
cheerfully to make our school system equal to its important work. 

"While there is practical agreement among our people con- 
eerning these propositions, they are much divided as to the 
proper scope of public school work and the kind of develop- 
ment which our instruction should give. The original idea of a 
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public school education was to teach those fundamental branches 
of study whose number could be counted on the fingers of one 
band, and a knowledge of them was considered sufficient for 
beginning and undertaking the business of life. Had the de- 
mands and requirements of such life remained unchanged, it is 
probable that the three R's would now complete our curriculum, 
but the need soon became felt for a greater fund of knowledge 
than these branches would supply, and for more educational 
training than their study would bring, and in consequence of 
this the curriculum was arranged to meet these demands. 

WHAT SHOULD BE TAUGHT. 

"There is a class of our people who argue yet, that onr public 
schools should teach nothing beyond reading, writing, spelling 
and arithmetic, but these people are easily managed and em- 
barrass the progress of public education but little, if any. Their 
number is steadily growing less, for the fallacy of their position 
was long ago exposed. There is another class, whose claims are 
not without much force, who contend that the subjects taught in 
schools maintained at public expense should include only those 
of general utility and common to the whole community, and ia 
many instances insist that only those studies be pursued by their 
children which relate to the bread-and-butter or money-making 
side of life. This is a tendency which we as educators must 
have the common sense to detect and the courage to combat. 
We cannot direct public school training to meet some special 
end in life, nor can we arrange study altogether on the ground 
of utility. We must train the mind as something in itself 
worthy of training. The mental faculties must be developed for 
their own sake as in themselves worthy of development. The 
ability to earn a living is one of the incidents of real education 
which starts its recipient on his career fortified with character 
and essential knowledge. 

"There is still another class claiming to be friends of our edu- 
cational system, whose activity threatens the usefulness of public 
school work with more harm than comes from all other sources 
combined. They are those who would have the public schools 
teach everything. With this class every subject which in any- 
wise appeals to the mental faculties of the child must be forced 
into the curriculum, on the ground that it has an educational 
value. They regard our schools as a sort of experimental station 
where every new-fangled idea conceived by suoh educational 
enthusiasts must be incorporated in their instruction. Some of 
them inadvertently, perhaps, would side-track the controlling 
aim of public school work by drawing our attention away from 
the training of the intellect as of first importance. 
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ENGLISH AND MATHEMATI08. 



" It 18 an old story we have snng into our ears, from time to 
time, that many of the pupils wh<J complete the prescribed 
course of study laid down for our schools, cannot write a half 
dozen consecutive sentences of good English, and are unable to 
fiolve such ordinary arithmetical problems as the positions they 
tale in business life, after leaving school, require. This com- 
plaint is not confined to our school system, but comes from 
various States, even including those within the shadows of the 

freatest schools of learning in the country, and that boast of the 
nest school systems of the Union. We would wish that the 
complaint were unfounded so far as it relates to our schools, and 
we say it is in many cases overdrawn, but every school examiner 
of this State knows that there is much truth in it. 

"The disclosures made in examination papers, where, presum- 
ably, the brightest products of school work take the teachers' 
examination, in so many cases reveal evidences of superficial and 
careless training in essential studies that we blush when we think 
of the thousands of pupils who are not so bright, whose work 
it is not our privilege to review. After an official connection 
with the school system of this State for ten years wc are con- 
vinced that along this line is the weakest point in our school . 
work and warrants such attention as will remedy the evil." 

DB. oilman's LETTER. 

A letter of regret from President Oilman, of Johns Hopkins 
University, was read by President Thomas Fell, of St. John's 
Ck>llege. It was written some weeks ago by Dr. Gilman, just 
before his departure from Baltimore on his summer vacation. 
Among other things he says : 

"Universities and colleges are based upon the schools of 

Erimary and secondary education. They are all one system, and, 
owever imperfect our methods and* plans maybe, we are all 
striving after the education of the people and the advancement 
of intelligence and morality. It would give the authorities of 
the Johns Hopkins University great pleasure to see within their 
walls at any time, the teachers of the State. We have new 
laboratories, collections and lecture-rooms that are of general 
interest. 

"Many of our very best scholars, including those who win 
honors and prizes in competition with the scholars of every part 
of the country, came to us thoroughly well prepared from the 
Baltimore City College. Many of them have never had any 
other education than that which is afforded by the public school 
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2 'Stem of the State. I wish that in every county — at least, in 
1 of the principal snbdivisions of the State — there might be a 
public high school corresponding with the Baltimore City 
College in the thoroughness of its mstruction. 

''As I close this letter my attention is called to the annonnce- 
ment that Professor Kewcomb has received one of the highest 
honors that can be bestowed upon a man of sciences. He has 
been designated as a foreign member of the Academy of 
Sciences, in Paris, succeeding to the late Professor Helmholtz, 
•f Berlin. May I remind you that in early life Professor New- 
comb was for several }ear8 a school master in Maryland."

Blue Mountain House^ Md.^ July 10. — A plan for securing 

Jnblic libraries in many of the country districts of the State of 
faryland was suggested by Dr. B. C. Steiner, librarian of the 
Enoch Pratt Free Library of Baltimore, in a paper read today 
*t the second day's session of the annual meeting of the Mary- 
^Qd State Teachers' Association at the Blue Mountain House. 

*'It seems to me that there might be success," said Dr. Steiner, 
'with a law providing that on the petition of a certain number 
of Voters, a county election district might hold an election to 
determine whether it wished to have a public library. In case 
^* Voted in the affirmative, it should choose a board of directors, 
to Mrhom should be paid yearly by the tax collectors, a tax 
amounting to one or two mills on the dollar, (the amount, what- 
ever it be, being fixed by the general law,) such money to be 
^we<i by the directors for the maintenance of a public library, 
free to all inhabitants of the district. The length of the direc- 
tora' terms of office, and the various minor details of adminifr- 
^tion would have, of course, to be filled in. 

**I believe such a law would do much toward encouraging the 
jo^JXjation of libraries in the country districts of the State. The 
^^t, that many districts have been allowed to vote separately on 
lopal-option questions, shows that it is possible to separate dis- 
trict from county. As to the incorporated towns, villages and 
^l^ee, the question of a law is an easy one to settle. There you 
already have the area of local government, and the general law 
^^ authorize that municipality to take the sense of its people on 
*^^ question of establishing a public library. If that decision 
^ a favorable one, directors may be elected, a library tax laid 
•"^^ the library begun. Toward the passage of some such law 
^^ij^our bounden duty to labor and not to cease the effort till 
^ passage of a State library act is secured. 
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"In most parts of the State the people are not as yet ready t# 
lay a special library tax, I very well know, yet I believe this 
difficulty will he overcome in time. Their interest mnst be 
aroQsed ; they mnst be made to feel tlieir want, and to perceive 
the benefit a free library would be to them. This again is a 
function which can be better performed by the teachers of the 
State than by any other class with which I am acquainted. 

*'Make a beginning, even if it be but a small one. If you can 
only open your library for a few hours every week, do so; it is 
much better than not at all. If you are able to get but a few 
"books together, they are more than none. Arouse interest and 
•create a thirst for reading, and tlie rest will follow. Rome was 
root built in a day, and we cannot look for such a sudden awaken- 
ing of interest inlibraries as to give us public libraries in every 
mart of the State in the closing years of this century, but there 
IS no reason, if we all do our part, why there should not be be- 
tween fifty and one hundred libraries in Maryland before the 
twentieth century begins. The people of the State have had a 
public school system for thirty years, and as this is now well 
established let us go forward and work for the establishment of 
ilie public library — the handmaid and supplement to the publie 
school." 

Maryland's publio schools. 

Mr. James Alfred Pearce, of the Chestertown bar, made an 
address at night on ^^The Relation of the State to the Fnblie 
Schools," in which he gave a history of the public school systems 
of Maryland, beginning with that which was created by the 
fihort lived State Constitution of 1864. 

"We can most of us remember," he said, "when our public 
schools in Maryland were with few exceptions — and those in the 
large towns — of the most inferior character and equipment; 
when there was no attempt at State supervision or uniformity oi 
instruction, when most of the teachers were so incompetent 
that there was ample excuse for the pitiful compensation offered 
them. But now all is changed. There is a useful supervision; 
teachers must have moral as well as mental endowments, and 
salaries have been placed at the rates which afford a comfortable 
if not a luxurious mode of living. 

"Whatever may be the future policy of the State in this re- 
Mrd, (liberality on the one hand, niggardliness on the other,) 
there are not wanting men of character and intelligence, of gen- 
eral public spirit and fair liberality, who openly denounce the . 
increase of taxation for the purpose of keeping up a liberal sj^ ' 
tem of educating those who will one day wield the destiny of 
the State.

The Association of School Commissioners and School Exami- 
ners of the State of Maryland, met at 10.30 o'clock. In the 
ibsence of President Samuel Datrow and Ist Vice-President 
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J, S. Wilson, 2d Vice-President F. S. Everist, of Cecil connty, 
took the chair. The roll call showed an attendance of twenty- 
four members. The minutes of previous meeting were read 
and adopted. The Committee on the Newell Memorial Fund, 
through its Chairman, Mr. John E. McCahan, reported that, 
after consultation with Mrs. Newell, the Committee, acting on 
her suggestion, purchased a suitable slab, which was erected at 
the head of the grave of the late Professor M. A. Newell in 
Green mount cemetery. With the exception of a small amount, 
the expenses attending this action have been met; more than 
said amount was reported by Mr. John S. Wilson as in his hands. 
The committee was discharged, with the thanks of the Associa- 
tion. The Committee on Free Text-Books, through its Chair- 
man, Hon. E. B. Prettyman, made the following comprehensive 
report, which was ably discussed : 

KEPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON FBEE TEXT-BOOKS. 

The committee appointed by this Association at its last annual 
meeting in November, 1894, and instructed to make a report at 
the present session, respectfully submit the following report: 

The best method of supplying public schools with text-books 
has been discussed for many years past both by educational 
assemblies and by legislative bodies, in this, and in all other 
States of the Union. 

Your committee has examined carefully the reports of the TJ. 
S. Commissioner of Education, the school reports, and the school 
laws of a large majority of the several States, and the discus- 
sions upon this subject in educational journals, and associations. 

As upon all other important subjects, in our country, where 
free speech and independent thinking prevail, there have natur- 
ally existed wide differences of opinion. Yarious methods have 
been adopted and tested by experience. In some States text- 
books have been selected, purchased, and distributed to the schools 
by some central board or State officer, acting for the whole l^tate. 
In other States these duties have been committed to county, 
town, or district boards. The books have been sold to the pnpiLs, 
sometimes through the teachers, sometimes through local agents. 
Again, the books have been rented to the pupils at a fixed price 
per term. Generally, perhaps universally, provision has been 
made to furnish text-books, free of cost, to those pupils whose 
parents were not able to purchase them. 

The State of California has tried publishing her own text- 
books, and has repented the experiment.

Furnishinff the use of text-books and school supplies free of 
cost to all the pupils of the public schools, and at the public 
expense, is not a new question. It has been widely discussed, in 
this and other States, by school ofScers, in legislative assemblies, 
and by the press. The advantages claimed by the advocates of 
free books, and the disadvantages suggested by opponents thereof 
are well known, and have been carefully considered by your 
committee. We find that when subjected to the final test of 
actual experience^ the former have been sustained, and the latter 
have been shown to be unfounded. Free books have now been 
adopted throughout the whole State by ten States, and by a very 
large number of districts and other sub-divisions in other States. 
In some towns free books have been in use for nearly twenty 
years. 

We invite special attention to the assertion that we have not 
been able to find a single' instance of the abandonment of the 
free book system after its adoption in any State or locality ; on 
the contrary, it is the uniform and emphatic testimony of those" 
who have tried it, that the advantages claimed have been fully 
realized, and that the reasons assigned for opposing, the scheme 
have not been sustained. The cost of books has been reduced ; 
schools have been enabled to organize on the first d^y of the 
term ; new classes have been promptly formed during the year; 
the attendance upon schools has been increased; and, for these 
and other reasons, the effciency of tlie schools has been greatly 
increased. It has been shown also that books loaned free have 
been better cared for, and last longer, under proper regulations, 
properly enforced, than those sold to the pupils. In fact, the 
adoption of the free text-book system has invariably silenced 
opposition. 

In our study of the text-books problem from experience in. 
the several States, another very important fact has been demon- 
stated, viz: that every attempt to furnish text-books to the 
schools by State contract has been a failure, inasmuch as no 
scheme of State contract has ever prevailed continuously in any 
given State without giving rise to scandals, abuse and discontent. 

The opinion prevails widely and is rapidly growing that the 
true solution of the text- books problem lies in providing for the 
use of text-books free of cost to the pupil, selected and furnished 
by local school boards, at the expense of the State. 

As the county is the unit in the school system of this State, 
the Boards of County School Commissioners should contmue to 
select the text-books for the several counties ; especially as for 
twenty-eight years text-books for the public schools of Maryland 
have been so selected, without the least suspicion of any indirec- 
tion. 



Ixir ANNUAL BEPOBT OF THE 

In the consideration of the question of free text-books, both 
by this Association and by the General Assembly, it has been 
invariably assumed that the necessary funds should be provided 
by the State, in addition to the moneys now paid out of the 
State Treasury to the several school l)oard8, as apportioned by 
the Comptroller, under existing provisions of law. Your com- 
mittee have therefore deemed it within your instructions to 
examine and report upon the financial aspect of the question. 

We find from the last Comptroller's Keport, (1894) that the 
entire levy of State taxes, for all purposes, in the year 1894| 
aggregated only '^seventeen cents and tnree-fourths of a cent on 
each one hundred dollars," apportioned as follows: A tax of 
five and one-half cents on each $100, for the redemption of the 
defence redemption loan ; a tax of one and three-fourths of one 
cent on each (lOO, for the redemption of.'^he exchange loan of 
1886 ; and a tax of ten and one-naif cents on each $100 to aid 
in the support of public schools ; the first two items providing 
for the payment oi the public debt of the State. 

We find from ^^Statement J" of the Comptroller's Bepoiii 
that the Aggregate Funded Debt of the State, as of September 
SO, 1898, was $8,684,986.24 ; and the aggre^te of the State's 
capital and credits from productive stocks and the sinking f undfl| 
was $6,025,414.48; ana that by deducting the latter amonnt 
from the former, it appears that the net debt of the State wa« 
only $2^659,571.81, "bemg less than that of the previons year 
by $422,714.54." 

This statement shows that under the operations of existing 
laws, the entire funded debt of the State can be paid in about 
six years from September 30, 1893 — after which, there would be 
no need for the taxes, aggregating 7i cents on each $100, created 
to pay the public debt of the State. 

Moreover, the comptroller informs the public that, ''An exam- 
ination of the character and market value of the securities held 
by the State, as an offset, will show that the net debt of the 
State, after making deduction at market value, instead of fdce 
value, would be very materially decreased." 

It also appears that the assessable basis has increased during 
the past live years by $46,657,861.00. 

It may be fairly inferred from the above statement of the 
financial condition of the State, that within four years from the 
present time, the whole funded debt of the State may be can- 
celled, under existing laws. 

This Association at its last annual session, unanimously adopted 
the following: 
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"Whbbbas, The economic question of an increased rate of the 
State school tax has been fully discussed ; Therefore, be it re- 
Bolved, that it is the sense of this Association, that as the State 
debt is decreased, the State school tax should be iixcreased in a 
like ratio, and in this way solve the question of the State school 
tax." 

In view of the great benefits which we believe would accrue 
from providing by law for the use of text-books free to every 
pupil of the public schools ; in view of expressed public opinion, 
and in view of the mandate of the Constitution to '^ establisk 
throughout the State a thorough and efficient system of Free 
Public Schools," your committee recommend that this Associ- 
ation make respectful and earnest application to the next Qten- 
end Assembly tor the enactment of laws providing for free text- 
books in the public schools. 

We believe that such provision should be made, without anj 
increase in the present rate of State taxation, even though it 
iiiay necessitate the postponement for a short time, of the final 
payment in full of the small public debt of the State ; and we 
Viibmit as part of this report, drafts of bills containing suck 
provisions. 

It should be kept in mind that the Constitution of the State 
ha9 provided for a State system of free public schools ; that the 
rate of State taxation for all purposes is very small compared 
with those of city and county taxes ; that, whilst under existinr 
laws, the city of Baltimore and the counties pay a large part at 
the expenses of the public schools by local taxes, still it is the 
manifest intent of the Constitution that the State as a whole 
should be liberal in providing means of education for the chil- 
dren of all its citizens, without regard to local divisions. 

The greatest idea embodied in our public school system, as a 
State system, with the county as the unit of the system, is that 
**the strong should help the weak." The local school taxes 
levied upon property in the county seat, benefit the schools in 
the most sequestered valleys of the county ; and the State school 
tax levied upon property in our metropolis, and in the wealthier 
counties, benefits the schools in the less wealthy counties. The 
State school tax, like other taxes, is levied under our Constitu- 
tion, upon property, and under our laws, is apportioned accord- 
ing to school population. There is no idea of charity in these 
provisions. The State desires intelligent citizens, and makes 
provision for universal education. It should be remembered that 
the rate of taxation is the same upon every $100 worth of prop- 
erty^ wherever it may be located in the State. 

In pursuance of the above, your committee herewith submit 
the drafts of two Bills for your consideration : 
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A BILL 

Entitled an Act to repeal sections fifty-nine, sixty and sixty-one 
of Article seventy-seven of the Code of "Public General 
Laws of the State of Maryland, title "Public Education/' 
and to re-enact the same with amendments. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of Ma/nt- 
lemdj That sections fifty-nine, sixty, and sixty-one of Article 
seventy-seven of the Code of Public General Laws of the Statei 
of Maryland, title "Public Education," be and the same are 
hereby repealed and re-enacted so as to read as follows : 

59. Each Board of County School Commissioners shall 
adopt and purchase text-books and other necessary school 
supplies for use in the public schools of their respective counties^ 
as such new text-books and supplies are required in addition to 
those at present in use in the hands of pupils or owned by the 
Boards of County School Commissioners, out of the funds 
derived from the State School Tax, and, when so procured, the 
necessary text-books and school supplies shall be furnished, free 
of cost, for use in the public schools of the several counties, 
subject to the order of said Boards of County School Commis- 
sioners ; provided^ tliat text-books shall be furnished under the? 
provisions of this Act to the several grades in the schools, 
successively, beginning with the first grade ; and provided that 
the several Boards of County School Commissioners shall not be 
required to expend during any school year for said text-books 
and school supplies, more than one-fifth of the amounts paid to 
said boards, respectively, by the State Treasurer out of the State 
School Tax; B.nd, provided, that parents or pupils may purchase 
their own books when tliey may think proper, and provided that 
free books shall be furnished to indigent pupils of all grades, as 
under existing provisions of law. 

60. The several Boards of County School Commissioners shall 
authorize the delivery of text-books and school supplies to the 
various public schools in their respective counties, on or after 
the first day of August, next succeeding the passage of this Act, 
and shall provide for the issuing, safe keeping, care, and return 
of the same, under such rules and regulations as they may adopt. 

61. The several Boards of County School Commissioners shall 
keep an account of all moneys expended under the provisions of 
this Act, and report the same in the annual financial accounts as 
required by law. 

Sec. 2. And be it enacted^ That all acts or parts of acts incon,- 
fiistent with the provisions of this Act, be and the same are 
hereby repealed, and that this Act shall take effect from the date 
ti its passage. 
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A BILL 

Entitled an Act to regulate the levy for State par poses, for the 
year eighteen hundred and ninety-six, and subsequent years. 

Section 1. Be it enacted hy the Oeneral Assembly of Mary-* 
landy That the County Commissioners of the several counties of 
this State, and the Mayor and City Council of Baltimore city 
are hereby directed to levy the State taxes for the year eighteen 
hundred and ninety-six, and annually thereafter, to be collected 
according to law and to be apportioned as follows : A tax of 
three and one-half cents on each one hundred dollars to meet 
the intcfrest and to create a sinking fund for the redemption of 
the defense redemption loan ; a tax of one and one-fourth cents 
en each one hundred dollars to meet the interest and to create a 
sinking fund for the redemption of the exchange loan of^ 
eighteen hundred and eighty-six ; and a tax of thirteen cents on 
each one hundred dollars to aid in the support of the public 
aehools, to be distributed according to law among the several 
eounties and the city of Baltimore, making an aggregate of 
sevei^teen cents, and three-fourths of a cent on each one hundred 
dollars ; and the State Tax Commissioner shall levy the same 
State taxes on the shares of capital stoc|^ of all banks, State and 
National, and other incorporated institutions and companies of 
this State, the shares of whose capital stock are liable by law to 
assessment and taxation. 

Sec. 2. And he it enacted^ That all acts or parts of acts in- 
consistent with the provisions of this Act, be and the same are 
hereby repealed. 

Sec. 3. And he it enacted^ That this Act shall take efiEect 
from the date of its passage. 

Your committee respectfully recommend, if this report be 
approved, that your legislative committee be instructed to pre- 
Bent the accompanying bills to the proper committees of the 
next General Assembly, and use all proper means to effect their 
passage.

The Association met at 10.30 o'clock. President Samuel 
Dutrow, presiding. Minutes of preceding session were read and 
approved. The committee on the oyster question was not ready 
to report ; and on motion, time was extended for one year ia 
which to report. 

The question, "The province of the High School" was intro- 
duced by George C. Pearson, of Washington county. He urged 
special examinations for High School teachers and suggested, 
the beginning of the Johns Hopkins University course for boys, 
and the Woman's College for girls, as the completion for a High 
School course. The topic was further discussed by Mr. John D. 
Worthington, of Harford county ; Mr. George Biddle, of Cecil 
county; Thomas S. Stone, of Prince George's county; H. G. 
Weimer, of Allegany; Prof. Henry A. Wise, of Baltimore 
city; Prof. James A. Diffenbaugh, of Carroll; Prof. E. B. 
Prettyman, of the Normal School ; and Dr. Henry Branch, of 
Howard county. By motion, the following resolutions were 
referred to the State Board of Education. 
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liesolved^ That we strongly advise a thorough consideration 
of the distribution of the Academic Fund, so that such distribu- 
tion may be equitably made, and that additional funds, if deemed 
necessary, may be appropriated, and that all such appropriations 
shall bo entrusted to the various school boards of the State, for 
the establishment and support of County High Schools. 

By Dr. Jas. L. Bryan. 

Resolved^ That it is the sense of this association, that the 
school law is deficient in not defining the limit of Primary, 
Grammar and High Schools, and that the law should be so 
amended as to set forth accurately this distinction. 

Heaolvedy That it is the sense of this association, that the 
stndies prescribed for teachers' first grade certificates, so far as 
high schools are concerned, are too low, and that a new grade of 
certificates known as the high school certificates, should be pro- 
vided for in the school law. 

By W. H. Dashiell. 

ReaoVoed^ That it is the sense of this association that the 
academies now existing in the State of Maryland, and drawing 
donations from the State Treasury, should become a part of the 
public system of the county in which they exist, and subject to 
the control of the Public School Commissioners of said county. 

By Geo. C. Pearson. 

The following resolution was unanimously passed on the 
death of Mr. Berry : 

Whereas, the wise dispenser of events has seen fit to remove, 
by death, from his sphere of usefulness amongst us, G. "Worth- 
ington Berry, late examiner of Charles county, and a member of 
this association ; 

Be it resolved^ That in the death of Mr. Berry, this asso- 
ciation has lost a valuable member, and the school system of the 
State a faithful and conscientious public servant. 

Reaolvedj That we bear cheerful testimony to his worth and 
goodness, and order that this simple tribute be entered upon the 
minutes of the association, and a copy thereof forwarded to 
Mrs. Berry.

Resolved^ That the representatives of the press, who have 
attended our association, be and they are hereby thanked for 
their excellent reports.

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CONCLUSION. 

The latter bill, of the above report, has been objected to by 
"The Baltimore Sun," as in violation of that part of section 34, 
of article 3 of the Constitution, which provides that taxes laid 
to pay any debt of the State, "sliall not be repealed or applied 
to any other object until the said debt and interest thereon shall 
be fully discharged." There is no desire on the part of the 
school officers of the State to violate any provision of the Con- 
stitution, and if said objection is well taken, as I frankly admit 
it so appears to ine, the question of the method of providing 
the funds to furnish the use of text-books free, to the pupils of 
the public schools, is submitted with confidence to the General 
Assembly, in the belief that, in the present condition of the 
financial affairs of the State, some way will be devised to accom- 
plish so desirable a result. 

From observation in my official visits to the different counties 
of the State, and from the reports of the several examiners, and 
of the Boards of County School Commissioners, it is manifest 
that the public school system is deeply rooted in the affections of 
the public, and that the teachers and school officers are faithful 
and efficient in the discharge of their important duties. 

The public school system of this State has been a development, 
guided by experience during the thirty years of its existence, 
and, it is my profound conviction, from a careful comparison 
with the systems of the other States, that in its main features, 
at least, it is better adapted to meet the needs of the people of 
this State, especially of that large proportion living in the 
country, than any other system, as a whole. An examination 
of the tables of statistics contained in the Annual Reports of 
the State Board of Education, compiled from the reports of the 
several boards of county school commissioners, will show that 
the public funds have been wisely and economically adminis- 
tered. A large proportion of the school houses are tasteful, com- 
fortable and well furnished. The great body of the teachers, 
whom it has been my privilege to meet at the institutes and 
associations in the various counties, in intelligence, refinement 
cultivation, character, and progressive spirit, will compare very 

favorably with any others I have met, whether in the country 
or in the cities. 
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In my jadgment, the greatest and most pressing needs of the 
schools are free text-books, to make them free schools in every 
respect, in accordance with the spirit of the constitutional pro- 
vision, and the creation of a new school officer under the title of 
Institute Conductor. These recommendations will be found in 
detail in previous reports, and they are again earnestly and 
respectfully renewed. 

It is a hopeful sign, that in some parts of the State, public 
spirited citizens have shown their appreciation of the schools by 
material aid, in contributions for school libraries, and, in a few 
instances, for school buildings, as mentioned in the reports of the 
School Boards. It is "a consummation devoutly to be wished,'* 
that this method of exhibiting interest in the schools may 
increase and extend. 

I beg to tender to all, with whom my duties have brought me 
into association, my heartfelt thanks for their invariable courte- 
sies and kindness.

My Bear Sir: — Herewith find a statement of the Schools of Cecil 
County. In a large degree it explains itself. 

The insurance embraces all houses and furniture, and covers a period of 
five years from January 13, 1895. 

When the judges appointed the School Commissioners, their term began 
in January, and it has been our custom to pay their per diem at the close 
of the year; now that the Governor appoints, the term begins in August, 
and we have deemed it best to settle >Tith them to July 31, 1895. In this 
way Messrs. Everist and Ash have been paid during this school year for 
twenty months, i. e., January 1, 1894 to July 31, 1895. They have not 
been paid over one hundred dollars for any twelve months, this explains 
the per diem being over $300.00. During the year we made a change in 
some of our books ; for the old books exchanged we received a gross sum. 
I have charged to schools the amount of bill rendered by Messrs. Mediary 
& Co., as sent to each school — while I have charged myself with the 
amount actually paid to Messrs. Mediary & Co. 

We have trouble to secure competent colored teachers ; in fact do not get 
them, are forced to take the best we can get. 

Our scholars have decreased owing to the Tome Memorial School.

Dmr *Si> ; — We respectfully submit herewith the Report of the Public 
Schools of Prince George's County for the year ending July Slst, 1896. 

We can add but little information to that given in the accompanying 
tables. The schools were kept open for ten months, and did fairly good 
work. The teachers were generally acceptable to the people, and as a body 
really efficient workers, humbly earning the money paid them. 

The school question is certainlj- a live one here, rather too much so, 
since the resources of school and county have been severely taxed to meet 
the many demands made on them by the people. 

We closed the schools with a small cash balance; with no outstanding 
debts.

frade, and may include all the studies required for admission into the 
'reshman class at college. 

9. No school shall be classed as a High School unless it contains at least 
two grades higher than the sixth.
